The JOURNAL has on different occasions 


directsd th» attention ol the farmers of Ne- 
vada to the subject o! sugar baet culture 
which we believe conld b» made one of .the 
most profitable agricultural industries, in 
the State. There ara thousands upon 
thousands of acres of land in OUT valleys 
and even on oar uplands, which are now 
utilized only for grazing purposes, bat 
which could be profitably cultivated, if the 
business was prosecuted to a sufficient ex- 
tent to jottify the establishment of sugar 
making plants BO as to insure » steady aud 
ceitain market foi the crops. The Lyon 
County Times has taken tip .the subject 
upon which it offers the following sensible 
remarks: 


"The beet sugar factories of California 


are about to begin crushing the beet crop 
of this year. Last year over 20,000 tons 
of beets were crushed by the factories and 
the farmers who raised them received $5 25 
u ton for them, and about 2,000 tons oi 
sugar were produced. It is said that only 
an average of ten tons of beets to the acre 
ia raised in California and still it is the best 
paying crop the tarmers can raise. Prof. 
"Wiley, chemist of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture has said that the 
soil of California is bsttsr adapted to beet- 
raising thaa any he has seen. 
It is very 


evident that Mr. Wiley has not made many, 
if any, observations iu this State, for it has 
been demonstrated that from 20 to 50 tons 
of bests to ths acre can be raised on He- 
vada, soil. We are of iho opinion that a 
boat-sugar factory on the Carson river near 
thu place would be a fine paying invest- 
ment for the parties who would erect it, as 
the surrounding country is capable of pro- 
ducing beets enough to run a number of 
factories, and it would open a market that 
would last forever of something our farmers 
could raise and make pay. The consump- 
tion of sugar in the United States is in- 
creasing each year. New factories are 
being built in California aud many other 
States, and we can see no reason why Ne- 
vada should not get into thu Hoe of indus- 
try ll30.

NJLL remarks the consolidation of counties 
is not u measure for any Constitutional 
Convention to decide. We have written to 
this effect, we believe, and stated that it 
was only legislative action that :an make 
the change.

ast week I visited the new City Hill and 
ascended its dome by the great steam ele- 
vator where I took first a view to the north 
portel with the beautiful broad street with 
the beautiful Delaware river on the right 
and the manufactury on the left.

city is the greet and new'Fdirmount Park

Over from the south we again view the 
beautiful Broad street, to our right are 
large manufactories and beautiful build- 
ings showing beautiful art designs too nu 
meroua to mention and to the left is the 
oily of Gloucester in New Jersey, 


View from east shows us the opposite 


end of Market street, Among the notice- 
able buildings is the imposing structure of 
Drexel & Co., ten stories high, built of 
white marble, also John Wanamaker's cov- 
ering one block or square, and the city of 
Camden on the Jersey side of the bean 
tiful Delaware filled with its vessels and 
smaller crafts, making in all the grandest 
views my eyes ever beheld. I am indebted 
to policemen Joseph Morrow and Lloyd 
Patterson as guides in making my visit 
interesting and speedy.
